S.0.1422(E).—Whereas, vide notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Road Transport and Highways number S.0.1585(E), dated 10th November, 

2005, issued under Section 11 oftheNational Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 
(68 of 1988), (hereinafter referred to as said Act), entrusted the stretches from 
Km 488.270—Km 413.200 (Lucknow-Sitapur section) of National Highway 
No. 24 in the State of Uttar Pradesh to the National Highways Authority of India 
(hereinafter referred to as the Authority); 


And whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by section 14 of the said 
Act, the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s Lucknow Sitapur 
Expressways Limited, having its registered office at C-66, South Extension-II, New 
Delhi - 110049, India (hereinafter referred to as the Concessionaire) for the 
development, operation and maintenance of the existing section from Km 488.270 
to Km 413.200 (Lucknow ~ Sitapur section) of the National Highway No. 24 in the 
State of Uttar Pradesh (hereinafter referred to as the said section) to four lane dual 
carriageway Build, Operate and Transfer ( BOT) basis; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 A of the 
National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with the National Highways 
(collection of fees by any person for use of Section of National Highways/Permanent
